and orphans that will be left in its wake, the hundreds of 
thousands of the flower'of'the land moldering in soldiers 
graves and the'waste of billions of dollars, the loss of which 
will be seriously felt by the different countries for many years 
to come. Surely the war will have: to be worth a great deal to 
balance thisxriiel and enormous cost. 


And whal'is it all for? 
Here the optimist and prophet come 


foiward again:to tell us that it'means.the elimination of kings 
and enipeiors and the formation of'a grand republic of Euro- 
pean stales in •which; the people will govern'themselves and 
forever afterward avoid .'war,:into which they have so many 


Mimes been plunged by their rulers. The claim is set up that 


the1 rulers are entirely responsible-for this war, as they have 
been for the wars of the past, add that if the people could have 
their way there would be no war. But the fact appears to be 
that the people are just as fierce for war as the rulers are, and 
in some countries even mqre^so. 
In Bulgaria, Greece, Italy 


and Rouriiania the people are anxious to get into the conflict; 
andUhe heads of the governments are having their hands full 
to keep out of the struggle.

The present is,a poor time for explanation or prophecy. The 


wai/is on, and it looks as if it would be fought to the bitter 
end/*'But, judging the future by the past, there is no rdason 
to believe that the world will,be materially different after the 
war is-over."'Human nature yj\\\ remain unchanged, and the' 
chances are that the forms of the:governments of the nations 
involved will remain unchanged.' Some lines on the map may 
be changed, but the old world will jog on very much as before, 
binding up the wounds, paying the bills and conducting itself 
generally in a way to indicate that this may not be the last 
great war.

human nature changes slowly, if at all.
